We have chronicled during the last 
six months, many extraordinary sales of 
aullocks in our regukr reports of the Cattle 
Market, and noted days when all the cattle 
in market sold at prii.es such as the oldest 
butchers in the city never had before dream- 
ed of, and certainly no one supposed would 
be equaled again. In this all were mis- 
taken. Two thousand head of bullocks 
sold yesterday, at Bull's Head, at higher 
prices for the meat, taking into account the 
quality, and the fact that hides and fat are 
one and a half cents a pound lower than 
last spring, than beaf was ever sold for in 
August, in the city of New York, if not, in 
fact, higher than beef of the same quality 
was ever sold in America, at any season of 
the year. Whole droves of Ohio steers, 
right from the grass, in just fair condition 
to commence feeding to make stall-fed beef, 
sold at prices equivalent to twelve and a 
half cents a pound for the beef, while hun- 
dreds of the best cattle offejpd, none ol 
which were extraordinary, sold at thirteen 
and fourteen cents a pound for the beef.
